The nineteenth annual session of 
t e Rock River Chautauqua Assem­ 
bly opened at the park in this city 
today. The Assemb ly grounds are b e­ 
coming well known far and .wide for 
their b eauty and every year the num­ 
b er of visitors coming from a dis­ 
tance increases. A historic interest at­ 
taches to the locality, b ecause Dix on 
was the first place settled in this part 
of the state, and b ecause several who 
later figured pr o m i n e n t l y national 
affairs took part in events 
which 
were a part of the early history of 
northern Illinois. 
„ 
0n APril 26. 
1832, a b ody^ of 
troops, partly made up 0f Illinois mi­ 
litia, in comand of Major 
Samuel 
Whiteside, left Van Draff's Island, 
near Rock Island, and marched up 
Rock river, the ferry, now the site 
of Dix on, b eing the ob jective point. 
1 hey camped the first 
night at a 
place now called Sharon, in White­ 
side county. The nex t day they reach­ 
ed the village of the Indian prophet. 
Wab okiesheik, or White Cloud, the 
b rother of Black Hawk, b urned the 
\i!!age where 
Prophetstown 
now 
stands and proceeded on their way. 
They reached Dix on’s Ferry the af­ 
ternoon of April 2Sth. 
Within a few days quite a large 
force had assemb led, and in one of 
the companies of —regulars 
~was a 
oung officer named Jefferson Davis 
who later b ecame president of the 
Southern 
Confederacy. 
Another 
>ung officer was Rob ert Anderson, 
a ter the “hero of Fort Sumter.” 
if 
was Lieut. Anderson who adminis- 
ered the oath to Ab raham Lincoln. 
young soldier 
from 
Sangaman 
ounty, making him a captain of mi- 
itia. 
Here at this same time was 
->ol. Zaehariah Taylor, sub sequently 
president of the United States. An­ 
derson and Davis were young lieuten- 
nts just from West Point and Lin- 
oln was a tall young man of 21. ft 
certainly remarkab le that these 
three prominent actors in the great 
dram of civil war should he thus as­ 
sociated in a frontier contest with, a 
trib e of savages. 
Mrs. Kinzie, in her hook “Wau- 
gun, 
describ es Dix on’s Ferry as she 
aw it in March, 1 832. 
During that 
month with a few others she made 
a trip from Fort Winneb ago in Wis 
consin to Chicago, going b y way of 
Galena and Dix on's Ferry. Mrs. Kin- 
zie’s ex perience during that journey, 
camping out on the frozen ground, 
may b e compared with the life of the 
campers now in the Assemb ly park. 
Other authors have made mention 
of this locality in their b ooks, and 
the pencil of the artist has depicted 
many of the b eautiful scenes on the 
b anks of Rock river, the Sinissippi of 
the Indians.

The fact that som e persons are left 
handed m ay sta rt the qu estion w heth­ 
er the hu m an anim al w as alw ays right 
handed, for abnorm ality often indicates 
a “trying back” to an ancestral condi­ 
tion. 
Now, Sv hen w e look a t ou r lan­ 
gu age, and th at in the case of m an is 
a fa ir test, we find how strongly the 
com parativ e force exhibited by each 
of the hands has le ft its m u rk on ou r 
com mon expressions. 
The rig h t is the 
“ru ling” hand; the left is the “ w orth­ 
less” or the “w eaker” band if we re­ 
gard th e deriv ativ e m eanings of the 
nam es. 
In w ords im ported from the 
L atin a certain ability is called “dex­ 
terity,” or right handedness, while that 
which has an ev il or u nsu ccessfu l influ ­ 
ence becom es “sinister” or left handed. 
In like m anner if w e look at words 
from a French sou rce we find th at a 
clev er person Is “adroit” becau se he 
has right handed qu alities, bu t a clu m ­ 
sy person is “gau che” becau se his work 
is left handed. 
It is ev ident th a t when ou r race be­ 
cam e so far adv anced as to fram e 
w ords for ideas and things the ru le was 
th a t the m em bers of it w ere right 
handed. 
And if we exam ine other lan­ 
gu ages w e find proofs th a t su ch a ru le 
existed am ong the people u sing them. 
There is, how ev er, good reason for 
thinking that m an originally cou ld u se 
either hand equ ally well.

A fish that Infs been hooked by an 
angler, bu t has escaped, perhaps carry­ 
ing off a hook in its m ou th, m ay a few 
m inu tes afte rw a rd bite again at an­ 
other hook.
